Closely Guarded 
T ransferred from the Federal Bu­ 
reau of Inv estigation headquarters, 
where he confessed y esterday that 
he alone w as responsib le for the 
kidnaping, the death 
and the tak­ 
ing of 110,000 ransom , McCall was 
put in a windowless cell 
on the 
19 th floor of the courthouse. 
He 
was stripped of his b elt and shoe­ 
laces, searched thoroughly 
and plac­ 
ed under 24-hour guard. 
An a t­ 
tendant will b e w ith him day and 
night. 
An 
extraordinary 
grand 
jury is im paneled for M onday to 
indict him. 
He will b e tried b y the state, 
under a law tha t punishes k idnap­ 
ers with death in the electric chair. 
Death Accident 
“He has adm itted ev erything”, 
the sheriff said, "including the kill­ 
ing of the child, b ut claim s the 
death was an accident in keeping 
the youth quiet while getting aw ay 
from the Cash house. 
The denoum ent to the sev enth 
child kidnaping since 19 32 cam e 
yesterday in FB I headquarters, a 
b lock from the courthouse, w hen J. 
E dgar Hoov er, head of the b ureau, 
called in new spaperm en and a n ­ 
nounced that McCall had confessed 
in full.

prisoner adm itted, 
Hoov er said, tha t he had stolen the 
son of J. B. Cash, m erchant of 
Princeton, Fla., 25 m iles south of 
here, from his crib on the night of 
May 28.

scope of c o n gre s s io n a l authority, 
that the sections of the act req uiring 
registration could not be separated 
from the rest of the act, and that the 


act, tak en as a whole, was unconsti­ 
tutional. 
The Supreme Court, pointing out 
that the Electric Bond and Share 
Company operated, through subsidi­ 
aries, in thirty-tw o states, found no 
difficulty in reaching their conclusion 
that the holding company made such 
use of the mails and the instrumen­ 
talities of interstate commerce as to 
bring it within the scope of congres­ 
sional power. It also held that the 
constitutionality of the registration 
provisions could be determined by 
themselves, and therefore it was un­ 
necessary to pass upon the constitu­ 
tionality of the other provisions of 
the act. such as the death sentence. 
Prior to the decision holding com­ 
panies with assets of nearly $7,000,- 
000,000 had registered. The effect of 
the decision will be to force the re­ 
maining electric and gas holding com­ 
panies, with some $8 ,000,000.000 of 
assets, to follow su it 
It will now become the duty of the 
Securities and Exchange Commis­ 
sion to proceed to the simplification 
of holding company structures as re­ 
q uired in the so-called “death sen­ 
tence” clause. Here, also, it will meet 
with determined resistance, for the 
decision of the Supreme Court af­ 
firmed only the power of the Com­ 
mission to req uire registration; the 
Court specifically stated that regis­ 
tration could not prevent a future 
challenge of the constitutionality of 
the other provisions of the acL 
Should their constitutionality be 
later sustained, the utilities may de­ 
rive some comfort from the fact that 
the attitude of the Securities and Ex­ 
change Commission with respect to 
the death sentence has thus far been 
tem perate and judicious. Its attitude 
is that the process of rearranging 
holding company structures is of ne­ 
cessity “an evolutionary rather than 
a revolutionary one.” and it should 
be conducted with as little disturb­ 
ance of legitimate interests as possi­ 
ble. Whether this will continue to be 
its attitude if the constitutionality of 
the act is fully sustained, only time 
can tell.

It should not be true, but unfortunately j 
it is, tha t your im m ediate enem ies rem ain, as they 
alw ays have been, your rulers. At all tim es, it is a 
wise thing to suspect both their intellectual honesty 
and their economic intelligence. N othing can be lost,) 
everything can be gained, by doing so. Mak e them 
prove them selves in these respects—and be utterly 
ruthless in your judgm ent! W hen they seem m ost 
plausible, in your particu lar interests, it is not a bad 
course to suspect their intelligence the most. They 
are, in these days, the m anagers of a highly com ­ 
plex world. You have placed them in this m anage­ 
m ent, and you acq uiesce in it. But, unfortunately, 
they give not the slightest indication of being any 
m ore capable in handling the affairs of m asses of 
men than rulers have been through all history. 
“B ut how can you judge them , as their every act! 
and word should be judged w ithout fair standards? 
You m ust k now how the society operates, as well 
and better than they do, to judge them properly. 
“Here, then is a sim ple general form ula of a c tio n, 
which, if It may not be the best one, is good enough] 
for anybody to follow, in w hatever station of life hej 
may be. You m ust m ak e an untiring effort to under­ 
stand the econom ics of this world in which you Hve,1 
and neither be content nor discouraged

honesty, you can feel that your com prehension is not 
too unclear. Not so unclear, a t any rate, that you 
m ust ever tak e the word of a politician a• 
to 
wisdom of any social policy suggested.**
